Smart Speed Record Function 

When the Smart Speed Record function is set, the VCR 
automatically calculates the remaining time left on the 
tape during recording. If there is not enough time left for 
the program to be recorded, the VCR switches the 
recording speed from SP (standard play) to SLP (super 
long play) to enable the entire program to fit onto the 
remaining tape. 

• To set the Smart Speed Record function, press the 
SP/SLP button until "SS" is displayed on-screen at the 
Recording tape speed display position (or both SP and 
SLP indicators light on the indicator panel). 

Recording will start in SP mode. During recording, based 
on a calculation using the remaining tape and the XDS 
signal information, if the remaining tape duration is not 
enough to record the program to the end, the recording 
speed will be automatically switched to SLP mode. If the 
necessary information is not contained in the received 
XDS signal, the recording will be done in SP mode. 

For example, when recording a 150-minute program 
onto a T-120 (120-minute) tape: 

The recording will be done in SP mode for almost 105 
minutes and in SLP mode for the last 45 minutes. 

During Smart Speed Recording, the current recording 
speed indicator will flash on the display. 

During Smart Speed Recording, SS will appear on the 
screen. 

NOTES: 

• During timer recording, the set end time will be 
considered as the time the program ends. 

• If during Quick Timer Recording (QTR), the end time is 
set using the REC and/or CH/TRACK t (or a) buttons, 
the duration until the set end time will be considered as 
one single program. 

• This feature will not work properly on T-140 tapes or 
tapes longer than T-1 60. (The feature will work on 
T-160 tapes.) 

• If two or more timer recordings are programmed, all the 
programs may not fit onto a single tape. In that case, 
make sure the Smart Speed Record mode is not set, 
and select the recording speed manually. 

• There may be some interference in the image at the 
point where the speed has been switched. 

• If a program to be taped cannot fit into the remaining 
time left on the tape, even in SLP mode, the program 
will not be recorded till the end. 
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Rec. List (Recording Contents List) 
Super 

Every time a recording is made with this VCR, the 
channel number, date and start time information is 
automatically recorded on the tape. When you call up the 
Rec. List super menu, the VCR scans the information on 
the tape and displays it on screen. You can then use the 
menu to easily find a desired recording and play it back at 
the touch of a button. 

The Rec. List super feature also gives you the option of 
adding the type (or title) of program you record to the list. 
To use this option, you must select the type name using 
the Type input menu before setting up the recording.

VHS Hi-Fi AUDIO AND MTS BROADCASTS 



VHS Hi-Fi VCRs record and play back two kinds of audio 
tracks: Hi-Fi stereo tracks (left and right) and a normal 
(linear) audio track. 

• The Hi-Fi tracks contain two separate signals (for 
example, the left and right channels of a stereo 
program or the main and second SAP* signals). 

• The normal (linear) track is recorded and played back 
monaurally. 

This VCR has a built-in MTS (Multichannel TV Sound) 
decoder that allows programs with multichannel sound 
(stereo and SAP* programs) to be received and recorded, 
as well as regular, non-stereo TV programs. 

• MTS broadcasts may contain an optional SAP (Second 
Audio Program) soundtrack. The SAP soundtrack may 
carry the same information as the main soundtrack in 
another language or information that is not related to 
the video portion of the program.

The Program Timer switches your VCR on and off to 
record a TV program at a preset time. On any occasion, 
you can preset a maximum of 8 programs to be recorded 
during the next 1-year period. 

You can also set any of the 8 time slots to repeatedly 
record the same channel at the same time daily (Monday 
through Friday) or weekly. Daily and weekly settings are 
retained in the timer memory and will continue to cue the 
VCR to record as long as tape is available. 

During timer programming, you may want to take 
advantage of convenient features that give you the option 
of saving the title/type of program being recorded (Rec. 
List Super, page 27), having the VCR automatically set 
the proper tape speed (Smart Speed Record Function,

This function operates by recognizing program rating 
signals incorporated into broadcasts. When you have 
programmed the timer up to step ©, you can call up the 
Type and Smart Time Rec. setting menu by pressing the 
TYPE button on the remote control and then follow steps 
0 through (D on page 34. 

Not all TV stations transmit rating information signals. 
NOTES: 

• If more than one programmed recording set with the 
Smart Time Record function is delayed, the VCR will 
wait (up to 3 hours) for the first one to be broadcast and 
that program will have priority over the other 
programmed recordings. 

• If the option Auto A/V select is set to "On" and the input 
at the front A/V input connectors is being viewed, when 
a program is delayed, the message "Smart Time Rec." 
will flash from the scheduled start time (setup on the 
VCR) to the actual start time of the program broadcast 
(up to a maximum of 3 hours). 

• If the start time of a programmed recording not using 
the Smart Time Record function is reached during the 
start time wait period for a delayed recording 
programmed with the Smart Time Record function, the 
recording programmed without the Smart Time Record 
function will have priority and will first be recorded to 
the end. 

• If the Smart Time Record function is set after having 
set the Smart Speed Record function, the tape speed 
will change to SLP and the Smart Speed Record 
function will not operate. Note that even if the Smart 
Time Record function is set to "Off", the tape speed will 
remain as set and will not return automatically to its 
previous setting. 

• If the program transmission start time is delayed more 
than 3 hours the function will be canceled. 

• If the previous and following programs are not rated, 
and the desired program broadcast time is changed, 
the unit may record some of the previous or following 
program.

Setting a Program Timer Recording 
Using the Buttons on the VCR 

If the remote control does not operate or is not available 
you can use the buttons on the VCR front panel to set a 
program timer recording. 

NOTE: Eject the cassette tape, before proceeding with 
the steps below. 

O Press and hold the REC button on the front panel for 
about 5 seconds. 

The Timer program menu appears. 

If the clock has not yet been set, the Clock set 
menu appears. 

If necessary, the clock can also be set using the 
CHANNEL t (or a) and FF buttons. (Refer to the 
next step for button functions.) 

© Use the CHANNEL t (or a) and FF buttons on the 
VCR front panel to program the timer. 

CHANNEL button: To select numbers or switch 
settings 

FF button: To select the next item 

NOTE: If you enter the wrong number or setting, 
press the REW button to return to the wrong number 
or setting, then enter the correct one. 

© When the recording tape speed is set, press the FF 
button on the front panel to save the settings. 

© When finished, press the REC button on the front 
panel to exit from the menu. 

© Load a cassette. 

© Press the POWER button. 

NOTES: 

• Daily or weekly recording, or the program type cannot 
be set using this method. 

• Once a program timer recording has been set, it cannot 
be erased using the buttons on the VCR front panel. 



Checking the Program Timer 

© Turn on the power (TV and VCR). 
© Set the TV to channel 3 or 4. 
© Press the MENU button. 

The main MENU appears. 
G Press the OK button. 

The programmed recordings are listed. 

NOTE: To display the program type or rating, press 
the TYPE button after selecting the desired program 
using the v (or A ) button. 

© When finished, press the MENU button to exit the 
menu. 

© Press the POWER button. 

The VCR power turns off and the timer is set to the 
recording standby mode. 

The Timer icon (□) appears. 

Clearing the Program Timer 

O Follow steps O - © in "Checking the Program Timer". 

© Press the v (or A ) button to select the program to be 
cleared. 

© Press the CLEAR button. 

The erase confirmation screen appears. 

© Press the CLEAR button again. (To cancel the erase 
procedure, press the SET button.) 

The selected timer program is erased from the 
program memory. 

© When finished, press the MENU button to exit the 
menu. 

© Press the POWER button. 

Changing the Program Timer 

© Follow the steps under "Clearing the Program Timer" 
to erase the program that you wish to change. 

© Follow the steps under "Timer Programming" to add a 
new timer program.

Using Timer Recording for Several 
Programs 

If two or more programmed recording times overlap on 
the same day, the VCR will not begin recording a new 
program until the previous program has ended (as shown 
below).

TIMER SETTING NOTES: 

• If the programmed recording falls on a Saturday or a 
Sunday, the Daily recording mode will not be possible. 

• To select the A/V recording mode, press the INPUT 
button instead of selecting a channel number. 

• Timer recording is not possible through the front 
AUDIO/VIDEO input jacks. 

• 12:00 PM = noon; 12:00 AM = midnight. 

• If the end of the tape is reached during timer recording, 
the VCR stops and the power turns off automatically. 

• If the power fails or the VCR is unplugged from the 
AC outlet, the correct clock time and timer settings 
are kept in memory for approximately 5 seconds. 
After 5 seconds, the clock and program timer must 
be reset when power is restored. Refer to INITIAL 
SETUP to set the VCR. 
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QUICK TIMER RECORDING (QTR) 



NOTES: 

• The end time can be advanced for a total of up to 
24 hours. 

• Recording ends if the end of the tape is reached. 

• To stop recording before the end time is reached, press 
the STOP button (or STOP/EJECT on the front panel).

© Set the recording end time using the REC button (to 
advance the time in 30-minute increments to the 
nearest hour or half hour) or the CH/TRACK t (or a) 
button (or CHANNEL on the front panel) (to increase 
or decrease the time in 1 -minute increments). 

Auto Setting 

If an XDS-encoded broadcast is being recorded, "AUTO" 
appears at step © above and blinks for 1 0 seconds in the 
display. The VCR timer receives the end time information 
from the XDS signal and the recording continues until the 
end of the program.

As the name suggests, the QTR feature provides a quick 
and simple way to set the timer to record. A QTR setting 
overrides Program Timer settings. 

• The clock must be set before Quick Timer Recording 
can be performed. 

• To set the type of the recording, first follow the steps 
under Entering the Program Type on page 28. 

• Start a recording following the instructions for 
"RECORDING", steps O - O on page 25. 

O Press the REC button during recording. 
" — : — " appears on the VCR display. 



Notes on using the AUTO setting 

• To set the recording end time manually, press the REC 
button while "AUTO" is blinking. The display will switch 
to " — : 30" or " — : 00". Then use the REC button 
and/or the CH/TRACK t (or a) button to set the 
recording end time. 

• Depending on the reception conditions of TV signal or 
remaining program duration, the AUTO QTR operation 
may not be accurate. 
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CHILD LOCK 



With the Child Lock function on, the picture is blanked 
and the sound muted, virtually blocking the ability to view 
a videotape or TV program received through the VCR 
tuner. 

O Press the MENU button. 

The main MENU appears. 

© Press the v (or A ) button to select the VCR setup 
option, then press the OK button. 

The VCR setup menu appears. 

© Press the v (or A ) button to select the Child Lock 
option, then press the > (or <) button to select the 
"On" position, as indicated by the 

NOTE: Select the "Off" position to cancel the child 
lock function. 

© When finished, press the MENU button to exit the 
menu. 

While the child lock function is active, the message 
"Blocked" will appear on the TV screen. 



Ad JUMP® 



The Ad JUMP® feature allows you to skip through to the 
end of a commercial break at a faster speed and resume 
normal playback at the point when the program restarts. 

O During playback, press the Ad JUMP button when a 
commercial starts. 

Forward picture search begins. 

The sound is muted. 



NOTES: 

• Even when the child lock function is activated, timer 
recording and other functions can still operate normally. 

• Since the child lock function can be activated or 
deactivated by remote control, you may wish to store 
the remote control in a secure location while the child 
lock function is activated. 



© Press the Ad JUMP or the PLAY button when the 
commercial ends. 

The tape will rewind for a few seconds, then 
playback will resume.

Head Care and Cleaning 

• This VCR has a built-in automatic head cleaner. Under 
normal conditions, the heads should not require 
additional cleaning. If you suspect a problem, contact a 
factory-authorized service center. 



Cabinet Cleaning 

• Clean the outside of the cabinet with a clean, soft cloth, 
moistened with lukewarm water and wrung dry.

If you have followed the instructions in this manual and still have difficulty operating your VCR, check the steps below 
before getting help from a factory-authorized service center. 



SYMPTOM 

No power. 



POSSIBLE CAUSE 



CORRECTIVE ACTION 



• The power cord is not connected. 



• The power is not on. 



• Connect the power cord to the AC 
power input socket, then to an AC wall 
outlet. 

• Turn the power on. 



The "Auto Setup" message is 
displayed when the power is 
turned on. 



• The VCR is being used for the first 
time or after the power has failed or 
has been disconnected for more than 
5 seconds. 



• The VCR is not set or the settings 
have been erased from the memory. 
Please refer to INITIAL SETUP to set 
the VCR. 



Timer recording does not 
function. 



The clock is not set correctly. 

The program timer is set incorrectly. 

The timer is not set to ON. 



Set the clock correctly. 

Set the program timer correctly. 

Turn the power off. The timer icon (ED) 
appears. 



Recording is not possible. 


• The record safety tab on the cassette 
is missing. 


• Place vinyl tape over the safety tab 
hole in the cassette. 




• The channel selected on the VCR 
does not correspond to the cable 
converter/decoder output channel. 


• Select the correct channel 
(CH 02 ~ 07). 


The picture is poor during 
playback. 


• The TV channel selector is not set to 
the proper channel. 


• During playback, set the TV's channel 
selector to channel 3 or 4 to match the 
VCR's channel switch setting. 




• The TV fine tuning is not set correctly. 


• Fine-tune the TV. 

• If the playback picture is still poor, 
contact a factory-authorized service 
center. 


White lines (noise bands) in 
the picture during playback. 


• Poor quality recording or tape. 


• Try a different tape. 


No picture during playback. 


• The TV is not set to the proper channel. 


• Set the TV's channel selector to match 
the VCR's channel switch setting 
(channel 3 or 4). 


Playback picture is partially 
noisy, (horizontal white lines) 


• The tracking control is not set to the 
proper position. 


• Adjust the tracking control for a better 
picture. 


TV programs cannot be seen. 


• The cable connections are incorrect. 


• Recheck all cable connections. 


The remote control does not 
operate. 


• Temporary problem with the internal 
circuitry. 


• Remove the batteries from the remote 
control for 10 minutes or more, then 
reinstall the batteries and try again.
